WHAT DEWEY THINKS. 


New York, July 29.—A dispatch to 


the Herald from Trieste says: 


Your correspondent had a conversa- 


tion with Admiral Dewey on board 
the Olympia. In reply to my remark 
that Germany had intended to inter- 
fere at Manila, he said: 


"Yes, Prince Heniy of Prussia is a 


man of the type of his brother, the 
German emperor." 


"And 
Admiral von Diederlchs?'/ 


the admiral was asked. 


"He was relieved from his Manila 


post in accordance with an arrange- 
ment of long standing, and because 
his time was up—not as a concession 
made in friendliness to the American 
goveinment. Germany's policy is to 
prevent other powers from obtaining 
what she cannot acquire herself." 


After we had spoken of Samoa as 


evidence of her policy, the admiral 
said: 


"We need a large and thoroughly 


equipped navy that cau cope with 
any other power. England is our 
natural ally, and differences such as 
those about the Venezuelan 
border 


and the fisheries do not Interfere with 
a friendly Understanding existing 
between the two nations. 


"Our next war will be with Ger- 


many."

Seattle, 
Wash., 
July 29.-The 


Times prints what purports to be a 
full list of fatalities in the Ameri- 
can army In the Philippines up to 
June 2. the list was furnished by 
Fred F. Eltelle, a representative of 
the Manila Freedom, who claims to 
have obtained It from the records of 
the surgeon general's office at Ma- 
nila. ' 


The total number of fatalites Is 


736—23 officers, 699 privates and 14 
civilians attached to the army. A re- 
markable feature of the record is 
found in the statement that the num- 
ber of officers killed in battle is out of 
all proportion to the number of pri- 
vates killed. On the other hand, 
fewer officers died from disease pro- 
portionately than privates. 


Out of the 23 officers dead, 16 were 


killed in action, 2 were drowned and 
5 died of disease. 


Of the 699 privates, 294 died of 


wounds received in action, 9 were 
killed accidentally, 23 were drowned 
and 7 committed suicide. 'One hun- 
dred and six died of typhoid fever, 
89 of smallpox, 47 of dysentery, 28 
of pneumonia, 19 of malarial fever 
and 14 of meningitis. The remain- 
der died from various diseases. 


Of the 14 deaths among civilians, 7 


were from smalpox and 3 from gun- 
shot wounds received while in action. 


Washington, July 29.—A cable- 


gram has been received at the navy 
department from the commander of 
the Machlos, now at St. Thomas, W. 
I., stating that In conformity with 
the department's orders, he would 
sail from that port tomorrow for San 
Domingo. She probably will stop at 
San Juan, Porto Rico, on the way, to 
land Commander Snow, who is to 
take charge of the naval station 
there. The commander of the New 
Orleans also announced his readiness 
to start for San Domingo today, so 
that before the middle of next week 
the American navy will be sufficient- 
ly represented in San, Domingo to 
protect American interests of all 
kinds should there be a revolution. 


St. Petersburg, July 29.—The ten- 


dency manifested by Fiance towaids 
reappioachment with Germany is 
causing gieat irritation and suspense 
in Russia, The newspapers heie ex- 
press in strong terms their great dis- 
satisfaction and try 
to demonstrate 


that Russia and France could not ad- 
mit Germany to their intimacy with- 
out prejudice to themselves, as the 
Franco-Russian alliance is based up- 
on objects diametrically opposed to 
the acts of Germany.

HAD HEARD THEY WERE TO BE 


DISPLACED. 


USE DYNAMITE IN CLEVELAND 


TROOPS TO BE KEPT THERE IN- 


DEFINITELY. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 29-The 


Western Union messenger boys to- 
day went on strike for the second 
time this week, and from all indica- 
tions will remain out until the com- 
pany accedes to their demands for 
higher wages or the boys' places are 
filled by others. 
The former strike 


occurred on Thursday when about 
200 stopped work. They wanted 3 
cents instead of 2 on all messages; 
payment for undelivered messages, 
and 60 cents for night work instead 
of 50. Having made no formal de- 
mands nt that time Time Supe> mten- 
dent Gill induced the boys to return 
the same day and present 
griev- 


ances. 
This they did, but Inwards 


last midnight they evidently grew 
impatient and about 85 stopped 
wotk. 


While delivering messages nt the 


newspaper offices some of the boys 
learned that an advertisement had 
been inserted in the papers t'"r 200 
boys. 


Under 
these circumstance? the 


strike was at once declared on again. 
Today all the boys in the main 
ofBce went out and the linemen and 
clerks were pressed into service. By 
noon the boys mounted on bicycles 
had visited all the branch offices, and 
as many, if not more, than on Thurs- 
day have joined the strikeis. 


The company is delivering mes- 


sages with little delay. 


ALGER CABLED OTIS. 


Washington, July 29.—About ten 


days ago Secretary Alger cabled Gen- 
eral Otis, saying that there was some 
criticism of him in the American 
press, but assuring him that he had 
the entire confidence of the secre- 
tary of war and the administration. 
So far a* is known at the war de- 
partmen the only message sent by 
President McKinley to General Otia 
were those which have been made 
public, and consisted of commenda- 
tory words of the general and the 
troops in the field for what they had 
accomplished. 


SENT POISON TO HERSELF. 


San Francisco, July 29.—The mys- 


tery surrounding the sending of a 
basket of poisoned fruit to Miss Flor- 
ence Campbell, of 610 Ellis stret, has 
been solved by Chief of Police Lees, 
and the result shows that there was 
no attempt made to take life and 
that no one was even made ill by the 
poisoned fruits. 
It appears that 


Miss Campbell sent the poison to her- 
self in furtherance of a little plot by 
which she hoped to keep her name 
from figuring as co-respondent in a 
divorce suit. According to the con- 
fession which had been made by Miss 
Campbell the basket of fruit was sent 
on June 29th to 610 Ellis street. It 
was claimed at first that Miss Camp- 
bell and Mrs. Elsie Scheib had been 
made ill by eating the fruit. The po- 
lice learned of the case and an inves- 
tigation was made by Chief Lees, 
wht>, after hearing Miss Campbell 
identified as a recent purchaser of ar- 
senic, connected her with the basket 
and the purchase of the glaced fruit. 
Confronted with the discoveries, Miss 
Campbell confessed her plot. The re- 
sults of the investigation were laid 
before the district attorney, who 
stated that the California law did not 
cover the case. 
There will, conse- 


quently, be no prosecution and there 
will be no oolice interference with 
Miss Campbell's anounced plan of re- 
turning to her old home in West Vir- 
ginia. 


THINK IT A SCHEME. 


Kingston, Jamaica, July 29.—The 


report of Sir David Barbour, late fin- 
ancial minister of India, who has 
been studying the sugar industry of 
Jamaica in its bearings upon the po- 
litical situation, has been published 
here. The report has created a sen- 
sation and angry 
disappointment, 


being regarded as the result of a pre- 
arranged scheme to despoil the col- 
ony of a representative constitution, 
which would be likely to encourage 
the American annexation 
tendency 


by alienating the favoring sentiment 
of loyalty. 
The report may be sum- 


"marized as follows: "The condition 
of the colony, though precarious, is 
not altogether hopeless, but an im- 
mediate loan of £1,675,000 is neces- 
sary, which would be warranted only 
if the colony resigns its constitution, 
accepting imperial control." Public 
opinion 
considers 
that 
anything 


would be preferable to surrender of 
the constitution, the most conserva- 
tive even of which speaks of annexa- 
tion as an alternative.

Integrity and trickery in business life 


lorm the subject of Dr. Talmage's ser- 
mon to-»lay, and the contrast he es- 
tablishes between the two is a striking 
one. The text is Proverbs lit): 14: "His 
naught, it is naught, said the buyer, but 
when he is gone his way, then he 
boasteth." 


Palaces are not such prison5- as the 


world imagines. If you think that the 
only times kings and queens conic forth 
from the royal gates i.s in procession 
and gorgeously attended you are mis- 
taken. Incognito, by day or by night, 
and clothed in citizen's, apparel or Un- 
dress of a working woman, they come 
out and see the world as it is. In no 
other way could King Solomon, tin- 
author of my text, have known every- 
thing that was going on. From my text 
J am sure he must in disguise sonic day 
have walked into a stove of ready-made 
clothing1 in Jerusalem and stood near 
the counter and heard a conversation 
between a buyer and a seller. The mer- 
chant put a price on n coat, and the 
customer began to dicker and 
said: 


"Absurd! That coat is not worth what 
you ask for it. Why, just look at the 
coarseness of the fabric! Sec that spot 
on the collar! lie-sides that, it does not 
lit. 
Twenty dollars for that'.' 
\\li.v, 


it is not worth more than ten dollars. 
They have a better article' than that 
end for lower price down at Clot hem, 
Fitem & Bros. Beside* that. 1 don't 
want it at any price. Good morning." 
"Hold," says the merchant; "do not go 
oft' in that way.

I have some payments to make 
and I want the money. Come, now. how

the difference. You asked $:20 and I 
said $10. Xovv. 1 will give vou $15." 
"Well," said the merchant, "it is a great 
Bacrificc, but take it at that price." 


Then the customer with a roll under 


bis arm started to go out and enter 
his own place of business, and -Solomon 
in disguise followed him. He heard 
the customer as he unrolled the coat 
eay: "Boys, I have made a great bar- 
gain. How mue-h do you guess 1 gave 
for that coat ?" "Well," says one,wisli- 
ing to compliment his enterprise, "you 
gave $3n fod it.'' Another says: "I 
should think you got it cheap if you 
gave $24." "Xo," says the buyer, in tri- 
umph; "I got it for $13. 1 beat him 
down and pointed out the imperfection.' 
until I really made, him believe it was 
not worth hardly anything. 
It takes 


me to make a bargain. Ha, ha!" O 
roan, you1 got the goods for less than 
they were worth by positive falsehood, 
and no wonder, when Solomon wont 
back to his palace and had put oft'his 
disguise-, that be sat down at his writ- 
ing desk and made for all ages a crayon 
sketch of you.

naught, saith the buj'er, but when he 
is gone his way, then he boasteth." 


There are no higher styles of men in 


all the world than those now at the 
head of mercantile enterprises in the 
great cities of this continent. Their 
casual promise is as good as a bond 
with piles of collaterals. 
Their good 


reputation for integrity is as well es- 
tablished as that of 1'etrarch residing 
in the family of Colonnu. It is related 
that when there was great disturbance 
in the family the cardinal called all his 
people together and put them under 
oath to tell the truth, except Petrarch. 
\Vhen he came up to swear the ear- 
dinal put away his book and said: "As 
for you, Petrarch, your word is sulli- 
cient." Never since the world stood 
have there been so many merchants 
whose transactions can stand the test 
of the Ten Commandments. Such bar- 
gain makers are all the more to be 
honored because they have withstood 
year after year temptations which have- 
flung so many flat, and flung them so 
Lard they can never, never recover 
themselves. While all positions in Hf< 
have powerful besetments to evil, there 
are specific forms of allurement which 
are peculiar to each occupation and 
profession, and it w ill be useful to speak 
of the peculiar temptations of business 
men. 


First, as in the scene of the text, busi- 


ness men are often tempted to sacrifice 
plain truth, the seller by exaggerating 
the value of the goods and the buyer bj 
depreciating1 them. We cannot but ad- 
mire an expert, salesman. 
See how he 


first induces the customer into a mood 
favorable to the proper consideration 
of the value of the goods. He shows 
himself to be an honest and frank sales- 
man. How carefully the lights are ar- 
ranged till they fall just right upon 
the fabric! Beginning with goods of 
medium quality, he gradually advances 
toward those of more thorough make 
and of more attractive pattern. How he 
watches the moods and whims of his 
customer! 
With what perfect calm- 


ness he takes the order and bows the. 
purchaser from his presence, who goes 
away having made up his mind fhat he 
has bought the goods at a price which 
will allow him to make a living margin 
when he again sells then}! The goods 
were worth what the salesman said 
they were and were sold at n price 
which will not make it necessary for 
the house to fail every ten years in or- 
der to fix up things. 


But with what burning indignation 


we think of the iniquitous stratagems 
by which goods are sometimes disposed 
of! 
A glance at the morning papers 


shows the arrival at one of our hotels 
of a young merchant from one of the 
inland cities. He is a comparative stran- 
ger in the great city, and of course must 
be shown around, and it will be the duty 
of some of our enterprising houses to 
escort, him. He is a large purchaser and 
has plenty of time and money, and it 
will pay to be very attentive. The even- 
ing is spent at a pla<;e of doubtful 


Then they BO buck to the 


hotel. Having just come to town, they 
must, of course, drink. 


A friend from (he same mercantile es- 


tablishment dr-;is in, and usage and 
generosity suggest that they must 
drink. 
Business prospects are talked 


over, and the stranger i.s warned against 
certain dilapidated mercantile estab- 
lishments that are about to fail, and for 
such kindness and magnanimity Of cau- 
tion against the dishonesty of other 
business houses, of course it is expected 
they will—and so they do-r-takea drink. 
Other merchants lodging in adjoining 
rooms find it hard to sleep for the clat- 
ter of decanters, and the course carousal 
of these "hail fellows well met" wuxM 
louder. But they sit not all night at tbt 
wine cup. 
They must se-c the sights. 


They stagger forth with cheeks flushed 
and eyes bloodshot. The outer gates of 
hell open to let in the victims. 
The 


wings of lost souls flit among the lights, 
and the steps of the carousers sound 
with the rumbling thunders of the lost. 
Vju-ewull to all the sanctities of home! 
Could mother, sister, father, slumber- 
ing in the inland home, in some vision 
of that night catch a glimpse of the 
ruin wrought the'y would rend out theii 
hair bj' the roots and bite the tongue 
till the blood' spurted, shrieking out: 
"(iod save him!" 


What, suppose you, will come upon 


such 
business 
establishments'? and 


there are hundreds of them in the 
cities. 
They may boast of fabulous 


sales, and they may have an unprece- 
dented run of buyers, and the name of 
a house maj be a terror to all rivals, and 
from this t h r i f t y root there may ^prins" 
up branch houses in other cities, and 
all the partners of the firm mav move 
into their mansions and drive their full 
blooded span, and the families 
ma.v 


sweep the street with the most elegant 
apparel that human heart ever wove 
or earthly magnificence ever achieved. 


But a curse is gathering surely for 


those men. and if it does not sei/c hold 
of the pillars and in one wild ruin brins; 
down the temple of commercial glory it 
will break up their peace, anel they will 
tremble with sickness and bloat with 
dissipations, and, pushed to the preci- 
pice of this life, they will try to hold 
back and cry for help, but no help w i l l 
come, and they will clutch their gold 
to take it along w i t h them, but it w i l l 
be snatched from their grasp und a 
voice vvill sound through their soul: 
"Xot a farthing, thon beggarded spir- 
it!" 
And the judgment vvill come, and 


they will stand aghast before it. and all 
the business iniquities of a lifetime will 
gather around them, saying: "l)o von 
remember that?" And clerks that they 
compelled to dishonesty and runners 
and draymen and bookkeepers 
\vh< 


saw behind the scenes will bear testi 
inony to their nefarious deeds, and 
some virtuous soul that once stood 
aghast at the splendor and power ol 
these business men will say: "Alas, 
this is all that is left of that great firm 
that occupied a block with their mer- 
chandise and overshadowed the city 
with their influence and made right- 
eousness and truth and purity fall un- 
der the galling fire of avarice and 
crime." 


While we admire and approve of all 


acute-ness and tact in the sale of goods, 
we must condemn any process by w hicli 
a fabric or product is represented as 
possessing a value which it really docs 
not have. Nothing but sheer falsehood 
can represent a.s perfection boots that 
rip, silks that speedily k>se their luster, 
calicoes that immediately wash out, 
stoves that crack 'itider the first hot 
fire, books insecurely bound, carpets 
that unravel, old furniture re-jmenated 
with putty and glue and sold as having 
been 
recently 
manufactured, gold 


watches made of brass, barrels of fruit 
the biggest apples on top, wine adul- 
terated with strychnine, hosiery poorly 
woven, cloths of domestic manufacture 
shining with foreign labels, imported 
goods represented as rare and hard to 
get, because1, foreign exchange is so 
high, rolled out on the counter with 
matchless display. 
Imported, indeed, 


but from the factory in the next street. 
A pattern already unfashionable and 
unsalable palmed off as a new 
print 


upon some country merchant who has 
come to town to make his tirst purchase 
of dry goods and going home with a 
large stock of goods warranted to keep. 


Again, business men are often tempt- 


ed to make the habits and customs of 
other traders their law of rectitude. 
There are commercial usages which 
will not stand the test e)f the hist day. 
Yet men in business are apt to do as 
their neighbors do. If the majority of 
the traders in any locality are lax in 
principle, the commercial code of that 
community will be spurious and dis- 
honest, ft is a hard thing to stand close 
by the law of right when your next door 
neighbor, by his looseness of dealing, is 
enabled to sell goods at a cheaper rate 
and decoy your customers. Of course 
you who promptly meet all your busi- 
ness engagements, paying when you 
promise to pay, will find it hard to com- 
pete, with that merchant who is hope- 
lessly in debt to the importer for the 
goods and to the landlord whose stori 
he occupies and to the clerks who sen e 
him. 
There are a hundred practices 


p-'cvalent in the world of traffic which 
ought never to become the rule for hon- 
est- men. Their wrong does not make 
j-our right. 
Sin never becomes virtue 


by being multiplied and admitted at 
brokers' board or merchants'exchange. 
Because others smuggle a few things 
in passenger trunks, because others 
take usury when men are in tight 
places, because others deal in fancy 
stocks, because others palm off worth- 
less indoisements, because others do 
nothing but blow bubbles, do not, there- 
fore, be overcome of temptation. Hol- 
low pvctcntions and fictitious credit 
and e-ommereial gambling may awhile 
prosper, but the day of reckoning 
comcth, and in addition to the horror 
and condemnation of outraged com- 
munities the curse of God will come, 
blow after blow, (lod's law forever and 
forever is the only standard of right 
and wrong and not commercial ethics. 


Young business man, avoid the first 


business dishonor, and you will avoid 
all the rest. The captain of u vessel 
was walking near the mouth of a river 
wtyen, the tide was low, and there was a 
long1,' sfoiiV dnctior chain, into one of 
the great links of which his foot 
flipped, and it began to swell, and he 


could not withdraw it. The tide began 
to rise. The chain could not be-loos- 
ciicd nor filed oft" in time, and a surgeon 
was called to amputate the limb, but 
before the work could be done the tide 
rolled over the victim, and his life was 
:one. 
I have to tell you. young man, 


that just one wrong into which jou 
slip may be a link of a long chain of cii- 
fuinstances from which you cannot be 
extricated by any ingenuity of your 
own or anj' help from others, ami the 
tides will roll over jou as they have 
over many. 
When Poinpey, the war- 


rior, wanted to take possession of u 
city and they would not open the gates, 
he persuaded them to admit a sick sol- 
dier. But the sick soldier after awhile 
got well and strong, and he threw open 
the gates and let the devastating army 
come in. One wrong admitted into the 
soul may gain in strength until after 
awhile it flings open all the gates to the 
attack of sin, and the ruin is complete. 


Again, busini"-'S men arc sometimes 


tempted to throw otV personal respon- 
sibilities, shifting it to the institution 
to which they belong. 
Directors in 


banks and railroad and insurance com- 
panies sometimes shirk responsibility 
underneath the action of the corpora- 
tion, and how often, when some banU- 
ing house or financial institution ex- 
plodes through fraud, respectable men 
in the board of directors s:iy: " U h v . I 
thought all was going on in nil honest 
way, and I .1111 utterly confounded w i t h 
this demeanor!" The banks and the 
fire and life and marine insurance com- 
panies and the railroad companies w i l l 
not stand up for judgment in the last 
dav, but those- who 
in them acted 


righteously vvill leeeive, eaeh for him- 
self, a reward, and those who acted t lie 
part of neglect or ti'ickin w i l l , each 
for himself, receive a condemnation. 


Vnlawl'iil dividends are not clean be- 


fore (!od lieeanse there are those ah! 
ciated with you who grab just as lug a 
pile as jou do. lie who countenances 
the dishonesty of the firm or ol' the cor- 
j'Oratiun or association takes upon him- 
self all the moral liabilities. 
11 tin 


financial institution steals, he steals. 
If they go into wild speculations, he 
himself is a gambler, 11 they needless- 
ly embarass a creditor, he himself is 
guilty of cruelty. If they swindle the 
uninitiated, he himself i.s ti del rainier. 
No financial institution 
ever had 


money vault strong enough, or credit 
stanch 
enough, or dividends large 


enough, or policy acute enough to hide 
the individual sins of its members. The 
old adage that corporations have no 
souls is misleading. 
Every corpora- 


tion has as many souls as it has mem- 
bers. 


Again, many business men have been 


tempted to postpone their enjoyment.1- 
and duties to a future season of entire 
leisure. 
What a .sedative the Christian 


religion would be to all our business 
men if instead of postponing its us 
to old age or death they would take it 
into the store or factory or worldly en- 
gagements now!

Bacteria are of the utmost Impor- 


tance merely as scavengers. Certain 
kinds have the power of breaking 
down the complex compounds which 
make up the animal and plant tissues 
into their simple components. 
This 


process is known as decomposition or 
decay; and with a single exception (In 
the case of the hard, woody structure 
of some plants, the first part of the 
change is caused by moulds), is en- 
tirely caused by the activities of these 
same bacteria. Were it not for this 
most necessary removal of dead mat- 
ter, the whole surface of the earth 
would become covered, in the course 
of time, with the remains of dead 
plants and animals, undergoing hardly 
any change.

Mr. Stanley 
again spoke on the evils of the Hquoi 
tiaffic and other evils, and gave 
many illustrations of the soiiow 
caused by the use of alcoholic bever- 
ages. He told of a young man who 
came from Kentucky to the town of 
Ladoga. Ind., and settled theie with 
the intention of stalling in business 
with $3,000 that his father had given 
him foi that purpose. He became ac- 
quainted with and married a young 
lady of that town and lived happily 
foi some time. He began drinking 
and soon beer me a sot and also a 
gambler. Soon his capital was all 
gone and his wife and three children 
were left in destitute circumstances. 
He was well educated, but could not 
secuie a position on account of his 
love tor stiong drink, so he left La- 
doga and went to Michigan City and 
seemed a position as guaid in the 
penitentialy at a salary of $60 a 
month. 
His love for gaming had 


never left him and he began to bor- 
row sums of money from the othei 
guaids. which he was unable to pay 
bark. He ws told by the warden 
that if he did not hiace up he would 
lose his position. He did brace up 
nnd began paying off his debts. He 
was wnt to C'Twfordsville by the 
waiden, who entrusted him with 
$150. 
In a few days he carae back 


with but $20 lett and said the rest 
had been "blown in'' in a saloon. He 
was able to borrow the money to pay 
off the debt from a fiiend, but in a 
short time he begpn to act in a 
strange mnnnei and at last became 
violently insane. He was sent to the 
asylum at Indianapolis, to which city 
his wife and family also moved, so 
as to be near him, ind with the hope 
that some day he would recover his 
icason. She was told by the physi- 
cians that he was helplessly insrme 
and that he would always be so. 


Mr. Stanley said that he attended 


a German picnic near this city the 
othei day end he stated that there 
weie several bairels of beer, at which 
all alike, bolh young- and old, drank.

Knlve* Won the Battle of San Jm- 
elnto and Texan Independence.

DALLAS, July 24.—There is propriety 


end timeliness about the movement to 
erect a monument to Colonel Jauies 
Bowie. 
Perhaps it was Providence 


which sixty odd years back raised up a 
type of man and weapon to enlarge the 
borders of these United States. Certain- 
ly the statesmen and pious folk who 
are crying out that we have expansion 
or imperialism thrust upon us cannot 
lawfully (juarrel with such a surmise. 
Certainly, also, if Dewey is to be reck- 
oned a means of grace, something 
must be granted to the blades and 
bullets which wrested an empire from 
the reflex Spanish despotism of Mexi- 
can sovereignty. 


Bowie came of fighting stock. The 


first Bowies who came out of Scotland

to settle In Maryland, where still the 
name is potent, claimed kinship with 
Bob Roy. One slip of the stock went 
southerly. 
Reason I'.owie, fa I her of 


James, though but a lad, fought gal- 
lantly under Marion and carried to his 
grave the mark of a British saber 
across his face. He got it at the battle 
of Savannah. 
While ho lay under 


cure he was nursed by a pretty girl, 
Elvira Ap Catesby Jones, When peace 
came he mitri'ied her. Most likely they 
had "the Swamp Fox" to dance at the 
wedding Since" Marion was not only 
his coinmanJfcr, but his friend. 


Like ten-elevenths of patriotic folk, 


Bowie was poor. 
Wealth had been 


very largely on the side of the crown. 
But he did iiot mean to stay poor. A 
typical American of 
t'.ie late eight- 


eenth century, he was shrewdly ready 
to take every chance of bettering him- 
self and his family prospects. Hence 
he moved first from Georgia into Ten- 
nessee, thence to southern Kentucky 
and from there to the rich Louisiana 
purchase, where he became a planter 
nud lived happily ever after. 


Bowie fought, as ho did most things, 


In a fashion wholly his own. He had 
warm friends nud enemies equally 
ardent. Though his was by no means 
an ascetic life, his temperate inclina- 
tions were folt as a rebuke by the 
turbulence of a turbulent time and re- 
sented accordingly. Still it did not en- 
ter into his mind that he would be tak- 
en at a disadvantage until ho found 
himself one day attacked when un- 
armed, stabbed and left lor dead. 


Naturally he resohed never again to 


go unarmed. 
Guns were ill to carry, 


pfetols worse. He put his trust iu a 
blade—a blade of perfect temper and 
ruthless edge. 
Once it had been a 


blacksmith's file. His brother, Reason 
Bowie, had made the 
blacksmith, 


a certain white artificer, Jesse Cliffe 
by name, change the file Into a knife 
of his own designing. The blade was 
nine inches long, two edged, faintly 
curved and thick enough where if 
joined the haft to knock in the skull 
of a deer or bear. 
Reason Howie 


meant it for nothing more than a 
hunting knife. James added to it a 
spring sheath, attached the sheath to a 
belt and wore it whenever ho stirred 
abroad. It may be interesting to add 
that the identical weapon, parent of all 
bowie knives, was in the cud given by 
Reason Bowie to his friend Edwin 
Forrest, among whoso memorabilia It 
may perhaps still remain. 


Before that came about, however, the 


knife had made a history at a great 
rate and taken to it.seif its master's 
name. That happened at the famous 
duel on tlio levee opposite Natchez. 
The principals. Howie and Colonel Nor 
rls Wright, met there, accompanied 
each by a dozen friends, with intent to 
settle by gunpowder certain acute dif- 
ferences of opinion. Only three men 
00 each side were to engage in rotu 
bat. Tlio others were to stand by and 
see fnlr piny unless death or disable- 
ment of the contestants made it right 
for them to come In. Rut they had 
miscalculated their self control. 
Aftei 


the first fire, which dropped one mat 
In his tracks, there was a general en 
gagoment. By the time pistols were 
empty seven lay stark dead. Bowie 
himself was down, apparently mor 
tally hurt. Wright stooped over him 
perhaps in kindness, jwrhaps in en 
mity. Howie could take no chances 
Ho gathered nil his force nnd sent Mr 
trusty knife crashing through his ad 
Ternary's breastbone to find rest In 
his heart. 
. Perhaps his wound was. luoky. 1 
took three months to heal, and iu tha 
space th« tvrath of the Wright men 
hml time to cool. They had breather 
out tire ana threatening* while he kept

his bed, but nothing came of them. 
Bowie went safe and scatliless through 
the three years between the duel and 
his emigration to Texas. 
In those 


three years, though Ills own fame 
ppread, it-did not begin to keep pace 
with the renown of his deadly blad". 
Uvery man wanted one, especially ev 
cry man who had a mind to go to 
Texas. Therein perhaps you see the 
workings of fate. 
At San Jacinto. 


where Texas won independence, "tht» 
sound of the bowie knives crashing 
through Mexican skulls was like tho 
noise of hall on glass." 
Houston's 


TOO to a man had the knives. Small 
wonder that after the battle there were 
700 odd dead, 200 wounded and one 
prisoner, Santa Anna himself. 


Except for the knives, the 700 were 


badly aruied. 
Further, they had no 


great store of ammunition. That is 
what makes the knife so much a weap- 
on for frontier lighting 
It Is sufficient 


unto itself, asking only to be driven 
home with right good will. Without it 
conquest of the wilderness, especially 
the southwestern wilderness, might 
have lagged at least a hundred years. 
Though it lacks the romantic glamour 
of sword and spear as an apostle of 
peace and a promoter of the Ten Com- 
mandments, it is far and away more 
Btlicient 


In Texas, as in Louisiana, Bowie 


was easily recognized first among 
equals. 
He went all over the staU-, 


making friends eu-rywhere. At San 
Antonio de'ttexar, the capital and lar- 
gest town, ho found himself for the first 
time seriously in love. 
It was with 


the daughter of the Spanish governor, 
Veremendi, a Castilian of Castiliaus, 
very rich aud \ery proud. But there 
was no gainsaying Bowie. He wooed, 
won and wedded, settling upon his 
bride a very handsome dowry m cash. 


Bowie was a patriot without guile 


or thought of self. Texas gave him a 
colonel's commission, lie resigned it 
and volunteered as a private in the 
ranks when lie loiiud that Ins ok^a- 
tion was likelj to bring discord. Yet 
he had greatness thrust upon bun bo- 
fore the end by the very mrn who had 
half resented his dominance. 
They 


forced him to share with Tr:u is the 
command at Alamo. Both tlio joint 
commanders saw that it would be bet- 
ter strategically to abandon the place, 
but for political reasons resolved to 
hold it or die. They knew the chances 
faiorcd dying when l.'iO are pitted 
against 3,000, oven though the ISO be. 
Texans and their adversaries. 


Still they wore not dismayed. Travis, 


a fit comrade for Bowie, was of the 
English strain that goes back to Sir 
Walter Raleigh's favorite nephew. He 
had come to Texas from Alabama and 
was one of those quiet men w ho do not 
know how to be afraid. Then under 
them there was Davy Crockett, con- 
gressmen, backwoodsman, bear light- 
er. The soldiers were worthy of such 
captains, men of rough life, it may be, 
with histories they preferred to leave 
untold, yet with a courage 
cool, 


steady, invincible aud ready each to do 
and die for his adopted country. 


They were in desperate case, still 


not utterly hopeless. 
Expresses had 


been sent. If they got safe through 
the beleaguering lines, succor might 
come at any hour. Fate decreed oth 
erwise, and so there came the fatal 
March C, in the year 1830. Santa Anna 
had sent a summons, "Surrender, or 
the garrison will be put to the sword." 
As with one throat the Toxans had 
echoed the cry of Leonidas who'll ask- 
ed to lay down arms, "Let him come 
aud take them." 
So it did not sur- 


prise nor much dismay them to see 
the red flag, signal of no quarter, fly- 
ing above the advancing hosts nor to 
hear from the bands the savage air 
"Deguello," whose name, being inter- 
preted, is "Cutthroat." 


The attack was made at dawn. It 


was 4 o'clock 'before the last of the 
eleaguered fell where lie stood. Trav- 
s, already badly hurt, fought until a 
econd bullet found him, toward the 
niddle of the day. Crockett, his last 
ullet sped, clubbed his rifle and brain- 
d man after man.

WASHINGTON, July 24.--The pessi-

In population had not been 
maintained during the past few years 
is not verified by facts. It was alleged 
that the Increase in the population of 
the United States since 1890 would not 
be greater in 1900 than 10,000,000, 
which, added to the total iu ISM, 
would bring up the total to 72,000,000. 


Closer observation shows that while 


the increase in population since 1870 
has been prt generally at 1,200,000 a 
year, it wan In fact less at the begin- 
ning of the period and more at tlie 
close. Prom 1870 to 18SO the annual 
gain In population in the United States 
averaged 1.100,000. 
In the ten years 


between 1880 and 1800 the annual gain 
averaged l,24o,000. 
It is quite true 


that lor the whole period of 20 jeurs 
the average annual increase was 
1,200,'(00. but the sain in the second 
ten jours was materially larger than 
during the lirst.

- A thrash- 
ing outfit consists of a traction engine, 
a separator, a water wagon and a cook 
wagon.

is Imperial Mounted Women volun- 
teers. Its members are entitled to the 
ordinary soldier's mess, but receive no 
pay."'

strong fermented liquor made of honey 
and water, richly spiced, scampered off. 


They have been drilling under their 


hetmen twice a week ever since; and 
as these hetmen have invariably seen 
military service either as privates or 
noncommissioned officers, they are well 
able to teach the girls their business.

Bacteria are of the utmost impor- 


tance raeretj- as scavengers. Curtain 
kinds havn the power of breaking 
down the complex compounds whicli 
make tip the animal snO plant tissues 
into their simple components. 
Tbis 


process is known as decomposition or 
decay; and with a single exception (In 
Ihe case of the hard, woody structure 
of some plants, the first part of the 
change is caused by moulds), Is en- 
tirely caused by the activities of these 
same bacteria. Were it not for this 
most necessary removal of dead mat- 
ter, the whole surface of the earth 
would become covered, in the course 
of time, with the remains .of dead 
plants and animals, undergoing hardly 
any change.
